EXPECT WORK TO 
TAKE 3 MONTHS 


Approximately IOO men will be 
riven employment, and about $25,- 
000 will be spent by the WPA in 
wages on a street and sewer build­ 
ing project that is expected to be 
start<*d in Gettysburg next week. 
The construction of 4,000 feet of 
new streets and the laying of 810 
feet of sewer lines along sections of 
those streets must be completed by 
June 30 under the provisions of the 
project which is being sponsored bv 
the Gettysburg borough council. The 
WPA pays all labor costs. The bor­ 
ough will buy materials. 
Extensions of North Fourth street, 
East Water street and East Lincoln 
avenue will be built to their inter­ 
sections. The streets will be graded, 
covered with a base of native field 
stone and covered with gravel in j 
preparation for surfacing at a later 
time. 
Lay Sewer Lines First 
The project was set up in two I 
sections. One provides for the grad- i 
ing and the placing of a road base 
on the new streets. 
The other di­ 
vision makes provision for the lay- I 
ing of 750 feet of eight-inch terra­ 
cotta pipe and 60 feet of six-inch j 
pipe of the same material. 
The laying of the sewer lines will 
be undertaken first with street grad- I 
ing and stoning to follow' as soon as I 
possible. 
Grades wall be given and general 
supervision work on the project j 
done by 
Le Roy 
H. Winebrenner, 
borough engineer. 
Work may start 
next Monday or Wednesday, it was 1 
stated today. Mr. Winebrenner and 
members of council were in Harrls- 
» 
•« early this week and received 
assurance. 
Work of placing the sewers is to 
take about two months and will 
involve the expenditure of between 
$2,000 and $3,000. The pipe will cost 
the town several hundred dollars. 
Bids will bt* opened on the pipe at 
the next meeting of council, but a 
small preliminary purchase was or­ 
dered at the meeting tins week to 
allow' work to start as soon as pos­ 
sible.

The total cost of m aterials 
for this part of the project has been 
estimated at about $400.
